Specification 
Content of Specification 



The applicant's Specification does not contain sections as described in 37 CFR 
1 .77(b). The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application.

In the applicant's Specification, the design principles, features and enhancements of the 



invention are referred to as residing in the claims. This is inappropriate. The following 
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guidelines illustrate the preferred content of the Specification and Claims of a utility 
application. 

i) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A 

description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 

G) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 
1 .52(b)(3)). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each 
element or step of the claim should be separated by a line indentation. 
There may be plural indentations to further segregate subcombinations or 
related steps.

The Specification is objected to in the reference to "tiers (E)" in Figure 2 on page 
5. There is no reference to (E) in Figure 2. Correction is required. 

The Specification is objected to in the placement of question marks ("????") that 
end the paragraph on page 5. This suggests uncertainty, possibly of the part of the 
translator. Review of the original German suggests that the meaning of the translation 
is generally correct; the forces mentioned could be interpreted to be distributed 
"planarly" rather than "over a large area". The accuracy of the translation should be 
verified. 

The Specification is objected to in the references made to claims in the text, 
particularly claims 1, 9, and 13. Since claims are subject to being amended, cancelled, 
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or renumbered, referencing them by number in the Specification is improper. Correction 
is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The applicant claims the structure as well as "at least one compound filler that consists 
at least partially of bonding-agent-free granulate material and/or bulk material and/or 
soil material". There is insufficient description of the filler in the Specification as to 
whether the filler is the ground or earth retained or a separate element added to the 
retaining wall structure. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected as being indefinite because in the phrases "at least 

one anchoring device, and preferably a plurality of such anchoring devices" in Claim 1 

and "anchoring elements preferably designed as concrete structures" in Claim 2 it is 

unclear whether the phrases are true limitations to the phrases preceeding them. See 

MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hilfiker, U.S. 
Patent No. 3,922,864. Hilfiker discloses at least one rigid supporting structure designed 
as a projection (12) that has a plurality of support elements (40) arranged one above the 
other in tiers (12', 12", 12 ,n ), as well as a compound filler that consists of earth (column 
1 , lines 5-8). The supporting structure is connected to a plurality of anchoring devices 
(38) that extend into the filler; the anchoring devices are designed as overturning- 
moment or pull-out torque receivers and are resistant to bending through embedded 
steel rods (50) and threaded flanges (42), and are connected to the supporting structure 
in an end area facing the supporting structure in such a way as to transfer moment 
(section 1, lines 45-46, section 2, lines 59-66). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hilfiker in 
view of Shimada, U.S. Patent No. 4,126,001 . Hilfiker does not show a plurality of 
anchoring elements arranged one after another in the direction toward the interior of the 
compound filler. Shimada teaches the use of these elements (1 ), (Figures 1 and 9) in a 
structure for retaining soil (section 1 , lines 6-10) and it would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to modify the retaining wall of Hilfiker with the plurality of 
anchoring elements arranged one after another of Shimada in order to increase the 
structure's overturning resistance by means of increased friction between filler and 
anchoring elements. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hynds, U.S. Patent No. 4,449,858, discloses a retaining wall 
with a plurality of interlinking restraining members arranged one after another in the 
direction toward the interior. Jaecklin, U.S. Patent No. 5,139,369, discloses retaining 
walls with a plurality of supporting elements arranged one above the other in tiers and 
connected to at least one anchoring device extending into the filler.
